In 10."iit Cromwell 
died from this disease, when Morton* 
says the country waa "one vast fcos- 
piul." Tke'IUl^n term "Inflnenta" 
first came to Bngland In association 
with the epidemic of 1742. snd it has 
bi en employed in connection with the 
p-eat epldemles of 188S, 1847- aad 
18S9-90. - 

Originated la The East. 
"The pandemics nsoally originated 
in the far East and gradually ex- 
tended westward The rate of human 
trnvel and the degree of Intercoprse 
I : -rmlned tke rapidity of tka exten- 
sion. 

'I'Mi' lail-^alivp areiit of eiiidem Ic 

influenza bas not been certainly re- 
cognized. 

"The cases In the present epidemic 
begin nsnally quite suddenly with 
pain In the bead, back, eyes, limbs 
and Joints. With the pain there is 
great i>rostrati<m. chilliness and a fe 
ver of from lOI to Hl4 deRrees. The 
pul e il'ise not become very rapid aiul 
the patient is often drowsy. Vomitiiii; 
i«ay occur. Sometimes there may be 
diarrhoea, but usually there is consti- 
pation.' Altar tke disease kas become 
established the mucous membranes of 
the nose and throat become reddened 
and there is s:ieej',i?i>; and redness of 
the I'oiijuiielivae. Iiivolvi iiieiit of tlie 
lavyii\ causes hoarness. and of Ihe 
broiii lil. lansinn caiiKh. are lomiiioii. 

"Not infreiiuenlly a lobular pneu- 
monia developes after a few days, and 
this to responsible for moat of tka ta- 
tallttao. 

"Tke Incubation period In these in- 
fluensas is i>robaldy very short, biit'it 
is difficult to obtain accurate limires 
on this point Thi' disease is iirolialdy 
spread <ailirely by contact infection, 
the virus of the disease being dissem- 
inated for short distances through 
droplets drlyen Into the air la eaagk- 
tag and aneeslag. Ctrenmstaaees 
which favor this means of spread, 
siii'h as crowding in street cam tavor 
the spread of the disease. 

Treataseat b BynspCoaurtle. 
"Tke treatmaat to larfaly aympto- 
matle. AoetylsallcyUe add or staUlar 
ramadlaa auy ka raqnlred to roUave 
pala. Warm baths' may give relief. 
Tka inoiiih should be kept clean and 
elimination stimulated by the free in- 
gestion of water and hot drinks. The 
patient should be kept iu l>ed in a 
weil-venllated room until the fever 
has dlMMMfad. CktUlac ekoakl ha 
avoided. 

"Specific measures are not availa- 
ble In treatment of influenza. With 
i certain iiidi'iil ilicatloiis of the causal 
aKeiil. we may hope for some sjie- 
eiflc protective measures and prehaps 
for some specific therapeutic serum. 

"Tke measures to be taken to pre- 
vent tka apvaad of tke d^peaaa tarn- 
prtoa aU tkoaa wktek latortara wttk 
tke tranafer of Infectious materials 
from the sick to the uninfected. Tkto 
incliii! i-iil.ilion of the patient and 
the liii elliKeiii use of proper Ksuze 
masks \iy 111.' alli-ndalil.
